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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner fully considered the applicant's 
remark filed on August 13, 2008 in response to the Office Action mailed on June 23, 2008. The examiner acknowledges that the applicant's 
repose to overcome the 35 USC 112 and 35 USC 101 rejections by claims 35-37, 39 and 41-48. However, the applicant's response to 
overcome the 35 USC 103 rejections is not persuasive to overcome the prior arts in record and place claims 1-10, 12 and 14-16, 19-22 and 
49-51 in condition for allowance. The applicant argues that "Ting does not disclose an encryption relationship. The Ting reference simply 
states that the plug-in is configured to receive a request. There is nothing in Ting to suggest that this request is encrypted or that the 
configuring includes establishing an encryption relationship." The examiner disagrees with the applicant's allegation that Tang does not 
disclose an encryption relationship. Tang discloses an encryption relationship and suggests encryption configuration recited as follows at 
least in paragraphs 033 and 0035 [0033: This transmission can also include encrypting the request using a second public/private key pair 
established between application server 104 and the client 112. With this further encryption, the client 1 12 ensures that the request has not 
been altered in transit and/or is from a trusted source; 0035: the plug-in 132 generates a symmetric key to encrypt the message, encrypts 
the symmetric key with the public key, and sends the encrypted message to the application server 1 04]. Therefore for at least the above 
reasons, the applicant's arguments are not persuasive to place the claims in condition for allowance.. 
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
